Besides the traditional use of the Sherman Act and related 
statutes, the AD has used various Title 18, U.S. Code Sections 
within the primary investigative jurisdiction of the FBI in its 
enforcement efforts. 


The AD does not have dedicated investigative staff and 
historically has used either FBI resources or the AD's own

attorneys to conduct invest.g5tions. Due to limited resources, 
the AD has focused resources on those situations that were the 
most egregious.  FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ) has contacted the AD to 
develop a plan by which investigations would have a major impact 
‘on a particular industry in which there exists a major problem. 


FBIHQ and the AD agree on the benefits of notifying the 
FBI upon the initiation of an investigation. The FBI's 
investigative expertise and the ability to use covert 
investigative techniques, where appropriate, to focus resources 
on investigations with potential significant impact in industries 
where there exists a major problem are added investigative 
benefits. 


The San Francisco Field Office is authorized to conduct 
the requested investigation according to the Manual of” 
Investigative Operations and Guidelines (MIOG), Part I, Section 
60, Antitrust Matters. It should be noted that Bureau policy 
requires that antitrust investigations be assigned to experienced 
Agents. Further, the MIOG requires that the PC/GFU, FBI 
Headquarters be provided an opening Letterhead Memorandum (LHM) 
upon the initiation of any antitrust investigation. 


San Francisco should also contact the DOJ attorney 
assigned to this matter within five days of the receipt of this 
communication to ensure that the request received from DOJ 
accurately reflects the attorney's need.
